May 31.—The reply of 
the German government to the Ameri­ 
can note regarding the sinking of tho 
Lusitania and other incidents was re­ 
ceived by the state druartment today 
and immediately laid before President 
Wilson. 
The reply is as follows: 
•'The Imperial government has sulv 
jected the statements of the United 
States to careful examination and ha-* 
a lively wish to contribute in a frank 
and triendly manner to clear up any 
misunderstanding which may have en 
tered into the relations between the 
two governments through the events 
mentioned by the American note. 
-With regard to the Cushing and 
Bullfight imidents, the American em ­ 
bassy already has been informed tn a ‘ 
it is far from the German government 
to have any intention ol ordering a t­ 
tacks by submarines or dyers on neu 
tral ships in the war zone not guilty 
of any hostile act. 
On the contrary. 
most explicit instructions repeatedly 
have been given the German armed 
tortes to avoid attacking such vessels. 


Regrets Attack on Neutral Ship*. 
•’lf neutral ships have come to grief 
through German 
submarine warfare 
during the past few months by mi* 
take, it is a question of isolated and 
exceptional cases which are traceable 
to the misuse of dags by the British.
